thousand trainmen are on strike 
and 20,000 other employes of the 
Missouri Pacific have been laid 
off. 


The management proposal was 


that the strike be called off and 
the dispute settled in this man- 
ner: 


Pay 
some 
claims, 
negotiate 


others and refer others, includ- 
ing major ones, to agencies spe- 
cified in the national labor act. 
The brotherhoods agreed to with- 
draw 82 grievances but balked 
at sending the men back to work. 
Appeals to Unions 
Today Thompson appealed by

suggesting that both sides call on 
President Truman to appoint a 
board to iron out the difficulties. 


Thompson said' he would con- 


sider any of the workers' claims, 
or grievances, "in an earnest ef-

Pickett in the Missouri Pacific 


railroad strike again have halted 
trains of the St. Louis South- 
western (Cotton Belt) line.

MoPac said today the picketing 
was a mistake. But it was still 
on at noon and the Cotton Belt 
was forced to reroute its freight 
trains over Illinois Central tracks 
to Memphis.

las have been canceled. 


Under a leasing 
arrangement, 


the Cotton Belt uses Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks from a point near East 
St. Louis ,111., to Illmo., about 125 
miles south of here. 


When the strike began last Fri- 


day,''pickets stopped cotton belt 
trains on this stretch for 24 hours 
in the belief the line was moving 
Missouri Pacific freight. 


Union leaders termed this "a 


regrettable mistake" and ordered 
their pickets not to interfere with 
Cotton Belt shipments.

cry to donate chicken feathers and 
the members of the Nu Phi Mu 
sorority, ot which one of them, 
Peggy Wall, is president, would 
dye the leathers red. 
Start Color Process 


It sounded easy, but the girls 


had never tried to dye chicken 
feathers red betore. This morn- 
ing the Chamber of Commerce 
office became a laboratory. Peggy, 
with the assistance of Roberta 
Reed and Lou" Goodridge, of the 
Chamber of Commerce stalf, were 
experimenting with red feather 
dying. All over the office were 
glasses and pasteboard coffee cups 
in which were various types of 
red liquid. 


Over the table, too, were white 


pieces of paper on which were 
shades of red feathers 
from 
a 


sickly reddish brown to a deep 
rose pink, taut no bright reds. 
Each paper was labeled. 
There 


was one labeled mercurochrome, 
another red ink, one pint rit, one 
with red rit—but nothing seemed 
to do the job. 
Filially a little 


mercurochrome added to the pink 
rit produced a lovely shade of red 
feather. 


The first feathers for the exper- 


iment 
were 
obtained from the 


Hildebrandt 
Produce company, 


but the girls were needing a lot 
of red leathers. 
So they took 


their problem to Paul Maxwell, of 
the Rice Leghorn Farms. 


Maxwell promised plenty of 


feathers 
so Jack 
Cunningham, 


chairman of the Community Chest 
Drive and John Zander, secretary 
of the 
Chamber of Commerce 


went out to the Rice Leghorn 
Farm where they were given a 
bairel full of feathers—or three 
crates—to bring back to be dyed. 
Maxwell even held up the regular 
procedure of chicken picking to 
get the feathers. Alter the chick- 
ens had been stuck some of the 
men pulled leathers 
from 
the 


wings and tails before they went 
on into the vat. 
Plenty of Dipping 


15,000 leathers, that's a lot of 


feathers arid it's going to take a 
lot of dipping 1111 a mixture of 
rit and mercurochrome to make 
them red.

Teacher Shortage 
Is Critical as 
Terms Begin 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 


American schools, jammed as never 
before, are up against their "most 
critical year," U. S. education com- 
missioner Earl James McGrath 
said today. 


And Federal Security Admini- 


strator Oscar R. Ewing declared it 
is a situation calling for aid of 
congress as well as state and local 
action. 


"Teacher and school housing 


shortages cannot be overcome by 
states and communities with their 
limited finances,'' Ewing said ha a 
statement. The office of education 
is a part of his departement. 


"War-born children, attending 


school in large numbers for the 
first time this year," said Ewing, 
"will swell elementary school en- 
rollments more than half a million. 


"High schools will enroll a 


quarter million more than they did 
last year."' 
About Evenly Divided 
Universities and colleges will 


have about the same number, he 
added. 


McGrath said that overcrowding 


and half 
sessions will 
"short 


change" many boys and girls. Ele- 
mentary school enrollments will 
be rising a million a year for 
several years, he said. 


McGrath has predicted a record 


enrollement of 32,671,500 in ele- 
mentary and secondary 
schools 


and colleges this fall. The 1948-49 
total was 31,880.000. 


"The teacher shortage is still 


critical." Ewing said. 


"The high wartime birth rates 


will bring 7,000,000 children into 
the nation's elementary schools by 
1956 over and above the number 
now enrolled. 


"Nearly a quarter million teach- 


ers will be needed during this per- 
iod for the extra enrollement alone. 


"Nearly half a million additional 


classrooms and related facilities 
will be required to house the war 
oaby pupils and to replace class- 
rooms which became obsolete or 
ineffective during the war and 
post-war years. 


"This is one-half the total of 


classrooms now in use in the 
United States." 


The statement estimated that a 


capital outlay of $10,000,000,000 
will be needed from 1950 to 1960

at Danville, 111., three years ago. 


The conviction was affirmed in 


the U. S. court of appeals at Chic- 
ago early this year and the com- 
pany paid fines totaling $175,000 


The action in New York re- 


quests a coxirt order requiring 
A. and P. to separate its manu- 
facturing and processing business 
form its buying and selling busi- 
ness and to separate its presenl 
seven retail store divisions into 
seven independently owned retail 
food chains. 


The justice department proposes 


to disslove the Atlantic commis- 
sion company, A and P's whole- 
sale purchasing and sales agent 
in the produce markets. 
Limit to One Division 
Under the proposed break-up 


of the present national chain into 
seven independent companies, A. 
and P. itself would not be per- 
mitted to own more than one 
such division, probably covering 
about 800 stores, in contrast to 
the 6,000 retail outlets it now ope- 
rates. 


The department pointed 
out, 


however, that the final form ol 
the proposed dissolution would be 
a matter for the court to deter- 
mine.

Everybody loves a parade. There is irresist- 


ible attraction in the sight of marchers^swinging 
along to the tempo of a rousing band. However, 
one frequent feature of these demonstrations con- 
stitutes a cause for concern — the use of scantily- 
clad drum majorettes. 


A newspaper columnist who witnessed a re- 


cent high school football game in West Virginia 
took sharp exception to the practice of using teen- 
age girls as drum majorettes to ballyhoo such 
events. 


She reported that "the sight of 75 drum 


majorettes ... all in a minimum of clothing, 'all 
swinging batons and wagging in time to a band, 
had chilled me more than any sight I have seen in 
years." 


"Let's have the decency and the good taste," 


she wrote, "not to recruit innocent little girls from 
ten to seventeen, dress 'em up in tight bodices with 
three inches of skirt, and encourage them to make 
an exhibition of themselves doing a 1949 version 
of the shimmy." 


Conscientious parents, especially, will en- 


dorse the newspaper woman's protest. 
No par- 


ent or daughter should be blind to truth that im- 
modesty in dress or conduct is a violation of Christ- 
ian precepts. 


Not only parades exploiting under-dressed 


majorettes, but bathing beauty contests -and simi- 
lar exhibitions should cause concern. There are cer- 
tain types of theatres which pander to the lower 
instincts. That is bad enough. But when young girls 
are found making immoral displays of themselves 
in public — whether innocently or not — it is time 
for those involved to search their consciences. 


Purity may seem an old-fashioned virtue in 


these fast-moving times. But, as one writer has 
said, purity in person and morals is true godliness. 
One of the most tragic signs in America is the grad- 
ual lowering of standards of decency and self-re- 
spect which were the pride of those pioneer gen- 
erations who built this nation on foundations of 
high Christian morality.

Dangers constantly besst the 


people of Israel, at times sur- 
rounded by hostile tribes, and 
later 
imperilled as their little 


land lay between the great em- 
pires of the ancient world, striv- 
ing for conquest and mastery— 
Egypt on the south, and always 
some great power on the north, 
east, and west, Assyria, Baby- 
lonia, Syria, Persia, Greece, or 
Rome, whichever it might be. 


That the dangers of this situa- 


tion were real was evidenced in 
the successive and terrible trag- 
edies that befell the people. Not 
only did they suffer invasion, de- 
struction, and exile, but 
other 


sufferings and persecutions were 
incredible. 
When Grecian con- 


querors sought to Hellenize and 
corrupt the worship of the Tem- 
ple, 800 protesting Pharisees, then 
the party defending the purity of 
religion, were crucified in one 
day, 
and on 
another 
occasion 


6,000 worshippers were put to 
the sword in the very precincts 
of the Temple. 


Thai, in spite of ail the trage- 


dies of the ages in that little land, 
there should have been survival, 
until now, in the 20th century, 
the Jews are again seeking res- 
toration in their homeland, is the 
miracle of the ages. 


But even greater is the miracle 


that out of that little land of 
sorrow and tragedy should have 
come the richness and sweetness 
of a religion, with its uppermost 
note of triumph and joy. 


The late Dr. George A. Gor- 


don, 
famous minister of the Old 


South church, in Boston, once re- 
marked tthat it was the quality 
of ' all , true and great prophecy 


that it bursts into song. There 
are passages in the great prophe- 
cies, such as that of Isaiah, that 
fairly sing in their praises of 
righteousness and peace, but the 
Psalms were the great outpour- 
ing of prophecy in song. 


Here in the Psalms is the per- 


sonal joy in religion, 
!he joy 


manifest in the Christians of Jew- 
ish heritage, Paul and Silas, sing- 
ing in' the darkness of an inner 
prison, with their feet fast in the 
stocks (Acts 16). 


What was the source and na- 


ture of this joy in religion? 


It was, first of all, a profound 


confidence in God. A modern 
poet has said, "It fortifies my 
soul to know, that though I per- 
ish, truth is so." This is a mod- 
ern version of that 
unshaken 


faith in God that sustained He- 
brew; saints. It was the source 
of personal serenity and joy in 
religion. 


Along with this was the sense 


of 
community. 
It 
found 
its 


strength in the sense of God's 
choice and call, and one's part 
in that chosen community. Its 
highest expression is in the pas- 
sionate declaration of that patri- 
otic citizen of Zion, in Isaiah 
62: "For Zion's sake will I not 
hold my peace, and for Jeru- 
salem's sake will I not rest, un- 
til the righteousness thereof go 
forth as brightness, and the sal- 
vation thereof as a lamp that 
burneth." 


WhoL could measure the 
joy 


and strength of a modern de- 
mocracy, if its every citizen had 
a similar passion for the com- 
monweal, and for all the high 
idealism 
that 
democracy pro- 


fesses?

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Machine With Electric 
Brain For Type-Setting

BOSTON, Sept. 16—(&)—A new 


machine with an electric brain 
and a flashing photo heart prom- 
ises to chop down the costs of 
printing the newspapers, books 
and magazines you read. 


It sets type clearly, accurately 


and quickly on film, without using 
any metal. Anyone who can type 
can run it, for it has a standard 
typewriter 
keyboard. 
"Whatever 


you type comes out with per- 
fectly-spaced 
margins, arranged 


by the electric brain or memory. 


Each letter is projected 
onto 


film through a photo-electric gun, 
pulsing like a heart to record just 
what you've written. You push 
buttons to get whatever style of 
type you want, or whatever size 
from headline to small print at 
any moment. You can see your 
whole line of words and correct 
any errors before you push the 
button to photograph it. 


Leading publishers and scien- 


tists unveiled the new 
machine 


yesterday and called it the most 
significant advance in the art of 
printing in 75 years. 


It promises to bring huge sav- 


ings in the cost of printing, and 
make possible printing of more 
newspapers, 
books, 
magazines, 


and scientific journals, they said. 


Present Linotype machines set 


type from molten metal, and have 
a top speed of about seven or 
eight newspaper column lines a 
minute. 


This machine sets 12 lines a

minute, by photographing six let- 
ters a second. It could set 20 a 
minute, if anyone could type that 
fast. It saves through faster pro- 
duction, and can bring other sav- 
ings by avoiding some stages of 
printing with metal type. 
Films On Rolls 
The strips or rolls of films that 


come from the machine have to 
be reproduced on metal. This can 
be done by making offset plates,

or photo-engravings for regular 
printing methods. And scientists 
predicted ways will be found to 
make up new kinds of photo- 
engravings cheaply and in per- 
haps a few minutes time. 


The machine is the result of 


cooperative work of two French 
inventors, Rene A. Higonnet and 
Louis 
Moyroud, 
the 
Lithomat 


corporation of Cambridge, and Dr. 
Vannevar Bush, president of the 
Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton, 
and his associates. 


As yet the photo-composing ma- 


chine has no official name.. One 
working model has been made. 
The finished machines will look 
like 
a big stenographer 
desk. 


They may be ready in 18 months. 
Costs are not yet known. 


Dr. Bush declared many pres- 


ent methods of printing are obso- 
lete, and that changes will come' 
fast in this field. Movable lype 
may be on the way out, he said, 
and "someday we may do print- 
ing without any metal at all." 


It's even possible, Dr. Bush 


said, that someday news stories 
may be sent out over wires tc- 
newspapers and be received in 
type in their offices in the style 
and size of type that each indi- 
vidual one wants.

New York Citizens Can't Lose 
In Lehman-Dulles Senate Race 


By Bruce Biossat 


The whole nation can share with New York 


state its satisfaction at the caliber of the two 
men certain to be the major party nominee this 
fall for the Senate seat once held by Robert F. 
Wagner. 


Not often does any state have a chance to 


choose between two such distinguished prospects 
as Herbert H. Lehman, the likely Democratic 
choice and John Foster Dulles, the probable 
Republican selection. Dulles, of course, is now 
serving in the Senate, having been appointed 
to the Wagner vacancy until an election could 
be held. 


Lehman has a long career of fine public ser- 


vice as governor of New York and international 
relief administrator. 
He is acknowledged as 


one of the most high-minded standard bearers 
the Democratic party has had in several de- 
cades. 


Senator Dulles is generally recognized as one 


of the two or three principal spokesmen for the 
Republicans in foreign affairs. 
Only Senator 


Vandenberg of Michigan has greater prestige. 
Dulles has participated in several important in- 
ternational conferences and is a valued adviser 
on the vital issues of peace. 


In terms of character and ability, the citizens 


of New York and the country too—will not lose 
no matter which man is elected for the unex- 
pired two years of Wagner's term. 


Because the general outlook of the two can- 


didates on foreign affairs is similar, New York 
voters may make their selection on the basis 
of their domestic views. 
Here Dulles is the 


more conservative. 


But of greater interest than who wins in 


November is the fact that Lehman and Dulles 
could b« persuaded to make the race. 


Lehman is 71 years old and has a perfect 


right to tell his supporters that he has earned a 
rest. After long consideration, he consented to 
run because of appeals that his party needed 
a man of his stature. The decision unquestion- 
ably represents a sacrifice on Lehman's part, 
even though he is probably human enough to 
want the honor of being a senator. 


Ai for Dulles, he accepted temporary appoint- 


ment from Gov. Thomas E. Dewey on the un- 
derstanding that he would not be a candidate 
in the fall election. Since going to Washington, 
however, he has been subjected to heavy pres- 
sure to make the race. No little amount has 
come from Vandenberg himself, who plans to 
retire and would like to see Dulles assume for- 
eign affairs leadership for the GOP Senate for- 
ces. 


In deciding to run, Dulles said something that 


should be read carefully by the many men of 
high ability who disdain to enter the political 
arena for fear of compromising their principles 
or soiling their spotless reputations. 


"I would greatly prefer that another carry 


the responsibility (of becoming a candidate). 
However, I do not see how our free society 
can survive if those who have deep convictions 
reject the opportunity to carry those convic- 
tions into public_ life. Therefore . . . I would 
gladly accept and respond to the best of my 
ability." 


If some of our abler citizens would take 


those words to heart, there might be more 
Senate races in many more states like that 
coming up between Lehman and Dulles. 


Cleaning up the Agenda 


German newspapers have carried unconfirmed 


reports that Russia has offered the Western 
Powers a new six-point plan for ending East- 
West differences in Berlin and the rest of Ger- 
many. 


If these reports turn out to be accurate, we 


suggest that the West respond by asking Russia 
to celan up the unfinished business left over 
from the last international conference before 
cluttering up the atmosphere with new pro- 
posals. 


Highest on the agenda of things the Soviet 


Union promised would be done is the final 
drafting of a treaty for Austria. When that 
treaty is signed and sealed, it will be time 
enough to give credence to further fancies em- 
anating, from Moscow.

Senator Thomas of 
Okla. Speculates Again 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16—Something is rot- 


ten in the egg market. 
And Elmer Thomas, 


the speculating senator from Oklahoma, could 
tell a lot about it if he wished, though he pro- 
bably won't. 


Elmer Thomas (not to be confused with Sen- 


ator Elbert Thomas of Utah, a pious Mormon 
ex-missionary) is the man who was exposed 
in this column three years ago for simultaneous- 
ly speculating in cotton and using his influence 
in the Senate to affect the price of cotton. 


At that time Thomas vigorously denied he 


was speculating, called this columnist a liar, 
said all the cotton he owned was on his back. 
But two years later when a Republican Con- 
gress required the secretary of agriculture to 
make public the names of those speculating in 
cotton, Senator Thomas' name was on the list. 
So also was the name of his wife, his secretary, 
Miss Beth Gage, and his bosom friend, Dyke 
Cullum. 
Furthermore, Thomas admitted in a 


public statement that Cullum had handled his 
commodity trading for him 


In addition, another of Senator Thomas' spe- 


culator fremds, Ealph Moore, was indicted un- 
der the lobbying act for trying to influence the 
fats and oils market by issuing fake government 
reports. 


There is nothing illegal about a senator spe- 


culating on the commodity market — though 
his ethics are something else again. However, 
it is almost unbelievable that a senator — espe- 
cially the chairman of the Senate agriculture 
committee — should use his prestige and high 
office to influence prices on the commodity 
market at the1 same time he is speculating. 
Ferguson is Outbluffed 
Therefore, Senator Homer Ferguson of Michi- 


gan, then chairman of a Senate investigating 
sub-committee-, was authorized to probe the 
operations of his colleague from Oklahoma. But 
Senator Thomas did some quick investigating 
of his own — of Senator Ferguson. 
Following 


which he wrote Ferguson a letter in longhand, 
later published in this column, threatening to 
expose certain connections between the Fergu- 
son family and the Chrysler Motor company. 


Confronted with this letter, the senator from 


Michigan promptly dropped his investigation of 


' the senator from Oklahoma. 


Eighteen months have passed, and Senator 


Thomas is now up to his old tricks. Since the 
Democratic victory last November, he has been 
restored as chairman of the powerful agricul- 
ture committee. But not even waiting for the 
election, the senator got back into the cotton 
market last September. 


Then, about two weeks ago, Senator Thomas 


let loose a significant public statement. He took 
a sudden, surprising interest in eggs, publicly 
complained about the price of eggs and blasted 
the agriculture department's 
egg-price-support 


program every time the Senate agriculture com- 
mittee met. 


Ten Carloads of Egrgs 
Now every housewife would like to see the 


price of eggs come down. 
But what every 


housewife does not have is ten railroad carloads 
of eggs. And what very few people in the Un- 
ited States fcaew was that Thomas' intimate 
friend, Dyke Cullum, had just purchased ten 
freight carloads of egg futures, Therefore, he 
was vitally interested in the future price of eggs. 


And Dyke Cullum is the man who, Thomas 


admits, has haindled a trading account for him. 
Thomas Swings Weight 
The senator from Oklahoma has been quite 


brazen hi lending his name to Cullum's attempt 
to influence the egg market. Not only was one 
letter written to the agriculture department 
with Thomas' name signed to it regarding the 
department's 
egg-price-support 
program, but 


Thomas started an official Senate investigation 
of eggs. 


In dcing so, Thomas wrote a letter to Senator 


Clinton Andeison of New Mexico, whom he 
placed in charge of the investigation, asking 
that he call certain people as witnesses. And 
in listing them he scrupulously avoided the 
name of W. D. Termohlen, agriculture depart- 
ment poultry chief, because Dyke Cullum had 
told him that Termohlen was not cooperative. 


Cullum had so heckled the poultry division 


with letters, phone calls and personal visits in 
which he claimed to represent the Senate Agri- 
culture committee that Termohlen finally chal- 
lenged him — bluntly asked whether he was 
paid by the Senate committee. 


"I'm one of those who don't get paid," Cul- 


lum retorted. 


"Do you work for the agriculture committee?" 
"I represent Senator Thomas personally," 


Cullum declared. 


Cullum also wrote, both under his own name 


and that of Senator Thomas, asking about and 
criticizing the egg program. He did not at any 
time reveal, of course, that he had purchased 
ten carloads of egg future. 
Threatens Job 
Finally Ralph Trigg, agriculture production 


and marketing chief, wrote back opposing Cul- 
lum's ideas. He then received an insulting let- 
ter suggesting that Trigg didn't understand eggs, 
and that perhaps a special assistant secretary 
should be appointed to relieve Trigg of his re- 
sponsibilities. 


Again Cullum did not reveal that having pur- 


chased ten carloads of eggs, he was a highly 
interested party. 


The ten carloads of eggs were purchased in 


Chicago under the name of the* National Com- 
modity Corporation. 
Cullum and his broker, 


Ralph Root, appeared on the floor of the ex- 
change and made the purchase personally. 
Chi- 


cago brokers, when interviewed by this column, 
stated that Culllum was quite free in using Sen- 
ator Thomas' name in connection with the deal. 


The National! Commodity Corporation is the 


name used by Cullum in the past to handle 
various speculsitions. Its other officers are his 
son, Dyke Cullum, Jr., secretary and his daugh- 
ter, Kiki Cullum, treasurer.

nor even that some obscure dis- 
order is not present. 
Also some 


things come on so suddenly that 
they may not even be present in 
the doctor's office and yet develop 
in a few hours. 


A person who visits the doctor 


regularly should report any symp- 
toms or suspicious signs which 
may have developed since the last 
visit 
The doctor is likely to ask 


a few questions, such as whether 
there has been any gain or loss in 
weight. 
His examination often 


reveals such things as a chronic 
infection of the nose, bronchitis, 
the presence of hemorrhoids, a 
lump in the breast, swelling of the 
ankles and similar easily observed 
changes which ought not be pres- 
ent. 
Examination of the blood 


pressure should be included in 
every 
routine 
examination 
of 


grownups. A few simple labora- 
tory tests on the blood and urine 
are generally made. 
Can't Use All Tests 
So far the routine physical ex- 


amination is fairly simple. How- 
ever, there are so many special 
ttjts possible that it would not 
be practical to apply them to 
every person once or twice a year. 
How often, for example, should it 
be necessary to take a basal met- 
abolic test, an X-ray ol the stom- 


ach, 
an elfectro-cardiogram, 01 


examination of the chemistry o: 
the blood9 
Such tests as these 


cannot be included in routine ex- 
aminations unless there is som< 
particular leason to do so. They 
would cost too much and take too 
much time to repeat them. 


The use of reasonable methods 


of physical examination and such 
tests as seem to be indicated re- 
veals many disease conditions in 
their early stages. This, of course 
is of enormous help in treatment 
as almost anything is easier to 
cure at the beginning than it is 
when far advanced.

Over twenty years ago, the Congress of the 
United States passed the Railway Labor Act. 
If was hailed by union leaders as a model 
for the settlement of labor disputes. 


LEADEBS of the Brotherhood of 


JL Locomotive Engineers, Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, 
Order of Railway Conductors, and the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen on the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad have refused to 
avail themselves of the peaceful means 
provided by this Act for settling their dis- 
putes. They insist that they be the sole 
umpire of their own disputes over the 
meaning of contracts. 


There is No Need for Strikes 


With all of the available methods for the 
interpretation of contracts, there is no 
need for a strike or even a threat of a . 
strike, but the leaders of these railroad 
unions have ignored the ordinary pro- 
cedures established by law and insist upon 
imposing their own interpretations of their 
contracts by means of a strike. 


The wheels have stopped rolling on the 


Missouri Pacific. They may stop rolling 
on other railroads at any time. Recently 
the Wabash Railroad was forced to dis- 
continue operation for several days under 
similar circumstances. 


What Are These Strikes About? 
These strikes and strike threats are not 
about wage rates or hours. They result 
from disputes over the meaning of exist- 
ing contracts. They cover claims for a full 


day's pay for less than a day's work, or for 
payments for services performed by others 
who were fully paid for the work done. 


President Truman's Board 


Condemns Strike 


There is an established legal method for 
handling disputes involving existing writ- 
ten contracts—just as there is such a 
method of settling any contract dispute 
which you may have in your daily life. 


The President of ihe United States ap- 


pointed a Fact Finding Board to investi- 
gate and adjust the Missouri Pacific dis- 
pute. This Board reported, in part, as 
follows: 


". ..it is with a deep sense of regret that we 
are obliged to report the failure of our mis- 
sion. It seems inconceivable to us that a 
coercive strike should occur on one of the 
nation's major transportation systems, with 
all of the losses and hardships that would 
follow, in view of the fact that the Railway 
Labor Act provides an orderly, efficient and 
complete remedy for the fair and just set- 
tlement of the matters in dispute. Griev- 
ances of the character here under discussion 
are so numerous and of such frequent occur- 
rence on ai] railroads that (he general adop- 
tion of the policy pursued by the organiza- 
tions in this use would soon result in the 
complete nullification of the Railway Labor 
Act. ...' 


Obviously the railroad* cannot be 
efficiently or economically if the leader* «t 
the unions ignore agreements or laws. 


Provisions of the Laic Which 


Are Disregarded 


There are five ways under the Railway 
Labor Act to settle disputes over the mean- 
ing of contracts: 


1—Decision by National Railroad Ad- 


justment Board. 


2—Decision by System Adjustment 


Board for the specific railroad. 


3—Decision by arbitration. 
4—Decision by neutral referee. 
5—Decision by courts. 


The Missouri Pacific Railroad has bee» 
and is entirely willing to have these dis- 
putes settled in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the Railway Labor Act 
Regardless of this fact, the union leaden 
have shut down that railroad. 


Innocent Bystanders 
Suffer 


Losses and Hardships 


There are about 5,000 engineers, firemen; 
conductors and trainmen on the Missouri 
Pacific. They are known as "operating" 
employes, and are the most highly paid oC 
all employes on the nation's railroads, but 
their strike action has resulted in the lorn 
of work to 22,500 other employes of the 
Missouri Pacific. In addition, they have 
imposed great inconvenience and bard- 
ship upon the public and the communities 
served by that railroad. 


The Railway Labor Act was designs* 


to protect the public against just such in- 
terruptions of commerce.
